HINTS TO TEACHERS. 


Iv should ever be the aim of the teacher, especially 
with young children, to descend as nearly as possible to 
their level, so as to have a child’s mind with the judg- 
ment of an adult. 

Make the pupils interested in the most ordinary lesson, 
by finding something attractive about it whereby you 
can arrest their attention. When they are once fairly 
awakened your work is nearly done. Their own ambi- 
tion will perform the further labor required. 

Punishment for the non-committal of lessons is almost 
utterly useless with young children. They do not under- 
stand the importance of industry, and therefore punish- 
ment for a wrong they do not feel does no good. If a 
lesson is not correctly recited, leave it and teach a new 
one, and at the close of a week quietly turn back the 
leaves and the once tiresome task will seem light. 

Above all, it should be the aim of every teacher to 
prevent fatigue of mind and body alike. Never keep 
any scholar in one position more than an hour, at the 
most. All experience teaches us how the body acts upon 
the mind; therefore, to keep the mind clear and free 


from fatigue, let the body be at rest.
